Last w eek the M essenger told of 
the birth of a son to Mr. and Mrs. 
A. M. Crowder of the Preskitt com ­ 
m unity w est of town. 
This little 
news item assum es more than usual 
interest w hen it is know n that the 
new boy was the fourteenth child 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Crowder—^and 
thereby h angs a tale, the telling of 
which w ill read lik e a fairy story 
to m any w ho have undergone the 
struggle of existence w hile D ying to 
rear a large family. 
In 1907 Mr. and Mrs. Crowder, 
with seven children, moved to W ise 
county from North Carolina, settling 
in 
the 
P reskitt 
com m unity. 
For 
several years Mr. Crowder rented or 
w orked on the halves, later buying 
a hundred-acre farm near Preskitt 
school house. 
The farm had been 
worn out and washed away, and for 
years had not produced enough to 
furnish a living for those who inhab 
ited it. 
The casual observer w ho 
noted the buying of the place had 
no thought but that the Crowder 
fam ily would starve out and leave as 
others had done. But these observers 
had not figured on this North Caro­ 
linian— they did not know the stuff 
he was m ade of. 
The Crowders cam e from a country 
where care, skill and energy were 
necessary to m ake a success of farm ­ 
ing, and they brought to W ise county 
those 
characteristics 
and 
m ethods 
which have m ade the old eastern 
states bloom for centuries past. 
Mr. 
Crowder at once began im provem ents 
on his place, building up the land 
with fertilizer, terracing the w ashed 
hill-sides and using those m any scien­ 
tific m ethods by which a farm may 
be brought back to life and fertility. 
Berry vines were planted on the ter­ 
races, w hich helped to hold them in 
place w hite the proceeds of the vines 
proved profitable to the family. 
Last 
year Mr. Crowder sold $346 worth 
of berries from the terrace vines. 
The cows, hens and hogs were all 
made to bear their part in m aking 
a living for the fam ily, w hile the 
farm crops were diversified in telli­ 
gently. in order to keep up the aver­ 
age of production. 
Ana now, at the 
birth of the fourteenth child, this 
splendid fam ily owns the farm, is out 
of debt, is living well and all are 
happy in the perform ing of the nec­ 
essary tasks of daily life. 
Tho history of this family during 
the past sixteen years in W ise county 
is a valuable object lesson to those 
who com plain at conditions and balk 
at obstacles which seem unsurm ount­ 
able. 
The task pm-formed by these 
people would halt many a soul in 
its .struggle for existence, and has 
caused 
m any 
fam ilies 
to quit the 
farm and m ove to town where living 
conditions are even wrorse than on 
the farm. 
There are a few characteristics of 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Crowder 
which 
are 
worthy of note as we tell of their 
success. 
Mr. Crowder possesses a 
congenial, optim istic disposition. 
He 
never grum bles at adverse conditions, 
but learns a lesson from each m is­ 
fortune. 
Steady application of intel­ 
ligent energy has aided him in his 
efforts. 
H e has alw ays been anxious 
to learn and is ready to take instruc­ 
tion as to m ethods and performance. 
W hen the dem onstration agent was 
installed in the county, he was am ong 
the first to take up the plans for 
modern farm ing along scientific lines, 
and it is by those m ethods thai he 
has been able to transform his farm 
from red clay hills to fertile lands. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Crowder are devout 
christians and have reared their large 
fam ily in the fear and adm onition of 


the Lord, with the result that every 
child 
is 
an 
active w orker 
in 
the 
church. 
Mrs. Crowder has done her 
share in bringing peace and plenty to 
the household, and her gentle, yet 
firm, life of devotion ana service has 
had the greater influence upon the 
mem bers of the family. 
W ith such 
an help-m ate to aid and encourage, 
is it any wonder that Mr. Crowder 
has been able to carry on in the face 
of many tasks and burdens? 
Of the fourteen children born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Crowder, one has died 
since 
the 
fam ily 
moved 
to 
W ise 
county. 
T he two older girls have 
married and are rearing fam ilies of 
their own. 
They are Mrs. Earl Neel 
Pete W ilkins had Just entered the 
service, and his young w ife was the 
proudest w om an in forty-eight states. 
She wras boasting of his achievem ents 
to her brother.
